Bast Ayenue from Bast lst Street north to city limit line; Govalle Industrial
Area; and Fast T7th Street Extension, was advertised for 11:00 A.M. this date,
This hearing was the second hearing held by the Council on this set-back on the
thoroughfares., Councilmen Dreke stated that thls hearing was to give people

@ chance to state their viewpoint and to state how these set-backs would affect
them end to give the Council the benefit of their suggestions and advice,

_of Austin does not guarsntee that the space assigned above is clear from other
underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we bave at hand, and
. that the minimum depth stated does not heve eny refersnce to the faet that
‘greater depths may not be required at special points. When the Texas Public
Service Company requires definite information upon the ground as to elevations
or working points from which to base the location of their assignmente they
shall apply to the Department of Public Works not less than three (3) days
before such information is reguired. The Texas Public Service Company is
further put upon notice that they will be required to bear the expense of re-
pairs or replacement of any underground utility demaged during the construction

of 1lines named in this resolution.

AND THAT whenever pevement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water
mast be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laying of ssid gas mains, including the excavation in
the. streets, and the restoration snd maintenance of saild streets after said

(1) Thet the Contractor shall erect within the above described
working space a solid fence buils of not less than one-inch material and at
least 8 feet in height (or extending from the sidewalk to the underside of
the present awning) substantially braced and anchored and to maintain same
in good condition at all times while the work is in progress, The Contractor
will be permitted to put a door in the barricade that will either open in or
slide parallel to the barricades, and at all times that material is being
" delivered or taken away from the building, a watchman shell be provided to warn
pedestrians of approaching dsnger. The Contractor will also be permitted %o
use one parking meter space immediately in front of the entrance in the barri-
cade, for the delivery or removal of materials during construction work,

(2) That the Contractor shall in no way obmtruct any fire plugs or
other public utilitlies in the construction of such barricades.

(3) That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all storm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage done
dae to obstruction of any such storm water.

(4) That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any
walkway, barricades or obstructions, red lights during all periods of darikmess
and provide lighting system for all tunnels.

(5) That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructions on the sidewnlk and street immediately after
the necessity for their exigtence on said sidewalk or street has ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk,
barricades, materials, equipment and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than July 1, 1949.

(6) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and
all the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installation
of additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demend 1%.

(7) That the use and enjoyment of the spaces hersin granted shall
no% be exclusive as againkt public needs, and the City, in making soch grant
reserves the right to enter and occupy any part or all of said space any time
with its public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(¢) That any public utility, or public or private property, disturb-
ed or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion
of the construction work for said btullding projects, whether done by the Con~
tractor, City forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired at
the Contractor!se expense.

(9) That the Contractor shall farnigh the City of Austin a surety
bond in the sum of One Thousand Dollars {$1000.00)}, which shall protect, indem-
nify and hold harmless the Clty of Austin from any claims or damages %o any
person or property that may acerue to or be hrought by any person by reason of
the exercise of abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City of
Austin and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidswalks, pavement and all
cther public property and public utilities disturbed or removed during the con~
gtruction work and shall further gnarantee the construction of a walkway and
other sefeguards during the occupancy of the space.
